he  Tattersall’s  New  Year’s 
Day  race  meeting  at 
Randwick  was  as  usual  a 
great  event  for  club  members  and 
guests,  but  an  even  greater  success 
for  member  Charlie  Plumridge. 

Charlie  had  entered  his  promising 
young  galloper  ‘Hinting’  in  the  2  Year 
Old  Tattersall’s  race  as  a  tryout  for 
the  ‘English  Classic’  at  the  same 
track  later  in  the  month.

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I  can  remember  in  a  previous  note  asking  the  rhetorical  question  “why  does  a  club 
like  Tattersall's  Club  exist  ?”  I  might  well  have  asked  "what  is  it  about  our  club 
that  makes  it  increasingly  relevant  into  the  21st  century,  long  after  our  central 
purpose  of  being  a  regulator  of  gaming  and  betting  in  this  State  has  ceased?".

Both 
facilities  offer  the  very  best  to  city 
members  whose  sporting  and  fitness 
focus  can  coincide  close  to  their  place  of 
work  and  at  times  to  suit  their  schedule. 
Add  to  that  the  chance  to  engage  in  a 
range  of  activities  as  diverse  as  touch 
football,  skiing  and  fly  fishing  with  fellows 
whose  enthusiastic  approach  to  life  is 
likely  to  be  similar  to  your  own  and  the 
attraction  and  the  resulting  fraternity 
become  inevitable. 

So,  going  into  2003,  the  Committee  and 
our  staff  have  seen  to  it  that  the  Club  is 
looking  splendid.  All  of  our  facilities, 
without  exception,  have  had  the  once 
over  and  will  be  a  pleasure  to  show  off  to 
your  friends  and  family.  While  much  has 
happened  behind  the  scenes  In  the 
Athletic  Department,  our  new  manager. 
Brad  Pamp  is  offering  a  revitalised  program 
to  young  and  old  alike.  If  it  has  crossed 
your  mind  that  2003  is  the  year  to  get  back 
that  level  of  fitness  that  you  know  you 
want  and  need  to  be  at  your  best,  now  is 
the  time  to  get  started.  I  can  assure  you 
that  you  will  be  made  very  welcome  and 
can  guarantee  a  lowering  of  the  dreaded 
stress  levels  as  an  early  reward. 


I  expect  that  the  new  entry  arrangements, 
where  the  Entrance  Fee  will  provide  a 
monthly  credit  to  new  members’  accounts, 
will  encourage  a  new  surge  of  membership 
applications  and  with  it,  increased  activity 
in  the  Club.

Tell  us  about  yourself 

Tm  a  country  boy  from  Mildura  Vic,  (I  am 
told  my  great,  great,  great  grandfather 
who  was  the  first  trader  in  Wentworth, 
sold  water  bags  to  Burke  and  Wills  for 
their  pre-journey  expedition  from 
Pooncarie  to  Menindee),  son  of  a 
fruitgrower,  and  spent  my  senior 
secondary  education  as  a  boarder  at 
Xavier  College  in  Melbourne.  Following  a 
tertiary  education  in  hotel 
management/tourism,  my  wife  and  I  did 
project  management  across  the  eastern 
states  in  the  hospitality  industry  for  ten 
years.  In  1993,  our  three  boys  decided  it 
was  time  to  have  a  permanent  home  and 
we  chose  Nelson  Bay. 

Why  are  you  leaving  Tattersalls? 

After  three  and  a  half  years  it  is  time  to 
seek  a  new  challenge.  I  commenced  in 
the  position  of  Marketing  Manager  and 
was  acting  Secretary  within  five  months, 
taking  over  formally  In  2000.  Thus  I  have 
worked  under  two  Chairmen  and  various 
Committeemen  during  some  very 
interesting  times. 

Have  you  enjoyed  your  time  at  the  Club? 

Managing  any  registered  club  is  not  an 
easy  task  and  Tattersall’s  Is  in  some  ways 
a  difficult  proposition.  Many  members  are 
used  to  running  their  own  organisations 
and  are  not  shy  of  opinions.  This  has 
lead  to  staff  being  directed  outside  the 
proper  channel  of  Chairman  (or 
authorised  Committee  Member)  to 
Management  and  then  on  to  Staff. 

The  Club  must  ensure  that  the 
Management  and  staff  are  free  from 
interference  by  individuals.  Apart  from  the 
smooth  running  of  the  Club,  the 
Secretary  has  legal  obligations  which  can 
be  compromised  by  directions  that 
seemed  like  "a  good  idea  at  the  time" 


Our  staff  team  are  excellent,  they  have 
shown  outstanding  loyalty  to  the  club  at 
a  time  when  numbers  and  hours  have 
been  reduced,  yet  productivity  has 
increased.  We  are  all  indebted  to  their 
professionalism. 

You  are  the  longest  serving  Secretary 
since  the  club  moved  into  the  existing 
premises? 

When  I  accepted  the  position  of  Secretary, 
I  set  out  to  achieve  certain  goals  and  to 
make  the  club  a  better  place  for 
Members.  I  believe  I  have  achieved  this, 

Following  the  frequent  turnover  of 
secretaries  in  the  nineties,  the  club 
needed  stability  of  management.  As  the 
servant  of  the  Members,  I  made  a 
commitment  to  be  accessible  to  them  at 
all  times.  This  has  included  being  in  the 
Athletic  Department  prior  to  7am  at  least 
twice  a  week,  speaking  with  the  regulars 
on  a  daily  basis  in  the  bar  and  brasserie 
at  lunchtime  and  attending  as  many  as 
possible  swimming  breakfasts  on  Fridays. 

This  has  developed  the  many  friendships 
that  I  will  always  treasure. 

What  major  changes  have  occurred 
during  your  term? 

The  newsletter  for  one.  From  an  eight 
page  black  and  white  that  was  often  error 
prone,  to  the  twelve  page  full  colour 
edition  we  now  have. 

The  refurbishment  of  the  club  during  late 
1 999  and  2000  has  produced  a  premises 
envied  by  most  clubs  in  the  country. 

The  quality  of  food  and  service, 
especially  over  the  last  twelve  months, 
under  the  stewardship  of  Simon  Flanders, 
now  has  the  club  recognised  throughout 
the  country. 

The  maintenance  of  membership  levels 
when  all  other  CBD  clubs,  bar  one,  have 
experienced  major  declines  over  the  last 
five  years.  The  Athletic  Department 
membership  has  steadily  risen  which  will 
create  space  problems  in  time  to  come.

Any  advice  for  the  Tattersalls  in  the 
future? 

The  club  Industry  is  at  the  crossroads, 
with  the  rise  of  gambling  and  better 
services  within  the  hotel  sector.  CBD 
clubs  are  losing  members  daily  and  city 
clubs  are  not  popular  on  weekends. 
Tattersalls  can  only  survive  in  the  present 
form  if  net  membership  Increases  by 
15%  over  the  next  two  years,  rising  to 
3000  by  2008.  Other  sources  of  revenue 
such  as  functions  may  provide  short  term 
cash  flow,  however  an  increased 
membership  base  will  provide  the  base 
for  future  development.

Real  Estate  Expert  -  Sportsman 

Where  were  you  brought  up? 

I  was  born  and  bred  out  at  Warren 
700  km  N/W  of  Sydney.  My  Dad  was  the 
local  pharmacist. 

At  twelve  I  went  away  to  school  at  St 
Ignatius  College,  Lane  Cove.  Boarding 
there  was  fantastic;  all  your  mates 
around  you,  sport  every  day,  plenty  of 
grounds,  it’s  on  the  river...  swam,  played 
rugby  and  tennis.  I  loved  It 

What  did  you  do  when  you  left  school? 

I  went  home  and  worked  on  a  cotton  farm 
for  a  short  period  but  I  was  keen  to  get 
into  the  fast  life  in  Sydney.  My  first  job  was 
In  the  mall  room  of  U  Hooker  1976. 1 
thought  property  management  meant 
rural  /farm  management!  I  was  with  Hookers 
for  eleven  years  and  ended  up  in  head 
office  in  commercial  sales  and  investment. 

In  1988  another  Tatt’s  member  Rob 
Farrell  and  I  started  our  own  business, 
setting  up  Laing  -i-  Simmons  Commercial. 
In  1997  we  bought  the  Laing  +  Simmons 
Corporation  which  is  a  franchise  business 
of  50  residential  real  estate  branches,  so 
we  now  have  a  real  estate  business  and 
a  brand  licensing  business. 

How  is  the  current  commercial  real 
estate  market? 

It’s  good.  There’s  a  bit  of  vacancy  in  the 
Sydney  City  commercial  market,  but  that 
will  eventually  get  consumed  and  the 
next  building  cycle  will  start.  We’re  not 
seeing  any  reduction  in  commercial  values. 
There’s  an  enormous  amount  of  money 
out  In  the  market  place  with  compulsory 
superannuation  and  a  percentage  of  that 
must  go  towards  property. 

Domestically,  there  is  a  chronic  oversupply 
of  apartments  within  the  CBD  and  inner- 
city  markets,  vacancy  rates  are  high  and 
many  investors  can  only  support  borrowings 
for  a  limited  period  without  tenant  income. 

I  expect  to  see  values  continue  to  peel  back 
for  this  type  of  property,  in  turn  creating  a 
possible  hot  spot  for  buyers  later  this  year. 

Anywhere  you  can  make  money,  there’s  a 
risk  and  property  is  no  different. 

How  do  you  see  Sydney  as  a  business 
centre  for  real  estate 

It’s  the  number  one  city  in  Australia.  We 
have  a  good  old  arm  wrestle  with  Melbourne, 
but  working  here  is  a  lot  more  fun. 


Do  you  still  play  sport? 

After  school  I  played  rugby  for  Easts, 
then  league  for  Souths  Juniors,  then  I 
went  back  to  Union  playing  for  the  Old 
Ignations  who  have  won  first  division  sub 
districts  Club  Championships  the  past 
3  years.  Golf  is  the  next  thing. 

How  did  you  find  League? 

Bloody  hard.  But  I  enjoyed  it.  The 
fundamental  difference  to  Union  is  that 
there’s  a  lot  more  physical  body  contact. 
In  League  when  you  kill  the  man  you  kill 
the  ball,  but  In  Rugby  Union,  when  you 
kill  the  man,  the  ball’s  still  alive.  League  is 
body-bashing  stuff. 

I  now  play  prop  and  hooker  for  Old 
Ignations  rugby  team  (I  used  to  be  a  back 
but  age  got  the  better  of  me),  surf,  touch 
footy  &  social  comp  tennis. 

A  few  years  ago  Phil  Wolenski,  Paul 
L' Estrange  (fellow  property  industry 
identities)  and  I  did  the  Flying  Doctor  car 
bash  in  a  Humber  Super  Snipe  -  it  was 
sort  of  head  to  Birdsville  then  turn  left. 
Surviving  that  was  tougher  than  any 
football  game!!  Great  fun. 

You  still  love  swimming? 

I’ve  always  loved  swimming.  In  1987 
Norm  Rogers  and  Stu  McCallum  put 
together  a  gun  side  (Neil  Rogers,  Mick 
Gillis,  John  DeMestre,  Max  Metzker,  Jim 
Tuite,  Rob  Farrell  &  Dennis  Wilson)  to  win 
the  Maui  Channel  swim  race  and  we  got 
pipped  by  a  body-length  after  sixteen  k’s 
of  swimming.  We  woot  auary  y&ar 
for  maybe  six  or  seven  years  and  now 
Tatt's  have  started  going  again.  The 
Yanks  just  loved  the  lads  from  Tatt's,  they 
knew  there  was  some  serious  partying  to 
be  done  (after  the  race  of  course!). 

How  did  you  join  Tattersall’s? 

My  business  partner  Rob  Farrell  introduced 
me.  I  dine  and  entertain  a  lot,  attend  the 
functions  like  the  rugby  functions  and 
Black  Tie  Boxing,  I  swim  -  although  less 
frequently  now  -  maybe  I’ll  put  that  on  the 
New  Year’s  resolution...  and  I’ve  discovered 
golf,  I  joined  the  Lakes  and  played  in 
Tatt's  championship  this  year  and  didn't 
finish  last  (my  partner  can't  say  the  same). 

I  think  rugby’s  going  to  fall  away  and  it 
could  be  this  year. 

Now  I  live  at  Lane  Cove,  not  that  far  from 
my  alma  mata  with  my  lovely  wife 
Katrina  and  three  children. 
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
